'Time  for  new  management' 


Watt  resigns  amidst  pressure 


U.S.  diplomats  in  Polam 
accused  of  spying,  plots 


SANTA  YNEZ,  Calif.  (UPI)  —  Interior  Secret¬ 
ary  James  Watt  resigned  Sunday,  saying  his  “use¬ 
fulness  to  the  President  has  come  to  an  end”  be¬ 
cause  of  the  controversy  over  his  description  of  a 
panel  as  “a  black  ...  a  woman,  two  Jews  and  a 
cripple.” 

Watt  announced  he  was  ending  his  stormy  214- 
year  tenure  to  reporters  outside  the  71-acre  ranch 
in  the  Santa  Ynez  Mountains  where  he  has  been 
secluded  for  four  days  as  calls  for  his  resignation 
mounted  from  members  of  both  parties. 

Watt  read  aloud  from  the  letter  he  sent  President 
Reagan  that  began,  “Dear  Mr.  President,  The  time 
has  come.” 

In  a  statement  released  by  the  White  House, 
Reagan  said  he  talked  with  Watt  and  had  “reluc¬ 
tantly  accepted  his  resignation.” 

Reagan  had  stood  by  Watt  throughout  the  furor 
over  Watt’s  Sept.  21  wisecrack  to  a  breakfast  for 
lobbyists  that  a  coal  policy  advisory  panel  was  made 
up  of  “a  black.  .  .a  women,  two  Jews  and  a  cripple. 


And  we  have  talent.” 

Watt  told  reporters  the  remark  “did  contribute” 
to  his  decision  to  step  down. 

Reagan  said  Watt,  a  target  of  environmentalists 
for  his  entire  time  in  office,  “feels  that  he  has  com¬ 
pleted  the  principle  objectives  that  he  and  I  agreed 
upon.” 

“Jim  has  done  an  outstanding  job  as  a  member  of 
my  Cabinet  and  in  his  stewardship  of  the  natural 
resources  of  the  nation,”  Reagan  said.  “He  has 
initiated  a  careful  balance  between  the  needs  of 
people  and  the  importance  of  protecting  the  en¬ 
vironment.” 

White  House  officials  said  Watt  called  presiden¬ 
tial  counselor  Edwin  Meese  about  5  p.m.  EDT  and 
asked  to  speak  with  Reagan.  Watt  then  talked  for 
about  10  minutes  to  the  president,  who  was  at  the 
Camp  David,  Md.,  presidential  retreat. 

There  was  no  word  on  a  successor;  Reagan  said 
Watt  would  continue  until  a  successor  was  named. 

Tom  Griscom,  spokesman  for  Senate  Republican 


leader  Howard  Baker,  said  Watt  telephoned  Baker 
in  Huntsville,  Tenn. ,  right  after  talking  to  Reagan. 

Baker  had  bottled  up  a  resolution  calling  for 
Watt’s  resignation  in  the  Senate,  but  said  last  week 
a  vote  would  be  held  after  Congress  returns  from 
recess  Oct.  17,  because  he  could  delay  it  no  longer. 

“He  told  Senator  Baker  he  felt  like  the  meeting 
Tuesday  with  Republican  senators  was  the  telling 
point  where  he  realized  his  support  had  evapo¬ 
rated,”  Griscom  said. 

The  balding,  bespectacled  Watt,  45,  and  his  wife 
Leilani  rode  down  to  the  gate  at  the  ranch  owned  by 
family  friend  Thomas  Barrack  on  horesback  to 
meet  with  reporters  shortly  after  6  p.m.  EDT. 
Watt  stepped  down  from  the  saddle,  reached  into 
his  shirt  pocket  and  pulled  out  a  one-page  typed 
letter  to  the  president  —  signed  “Jim”  —  which  he 
read  aloud. 

“I  talked  to  the  president  about  an  hour  ago, 
explained  to  him  my  decision,  my  purposes,  and  we 
had  a  fine  conversation,”  Watt  said.

In  the  meantime  Bishop  will  be  in 
the  custody  of  the  county  sheriff. 

Bishop  is  scheduled  to  be  arraigned 
Friday  at  1:30  p.m.  in  Judge  Allen  B. 
Sorenson’s  court. 


BEIRUT,  Lebanon  (UPI) 
attempt  by  the  Lebanese  army  to 
take  control  of  territory  in  the  Shouf 
Mountains  south  of  Beirut  collapsed 
Sunday,  with  Syrian-backed  Druze 
rebels  rejecting  the  takeover  plan.

Chinese  club  honors  holiday 
observing  dynasty  overthrow 


One  man  wrote  one  book  that 
changed  the  history  of  China.  The 
man,  Sun  Yat-sen.  The  book,  Three 
Principles  of  the  People. 

Today,  Oct.  10,  is  the  72nd  Inde¬ 
pendence  Day  of  the  Peoples  Repub¬ 
lic  of  China.  It  is  the  day  that  cele¬ 
brates  the  overthrow  of  the  ruling 
monarchy,  said  Chao  Yuan-Kong,  a 
sophomore  majoring  in  business  man¬ 
agement  from  Shanghai,  China’s 
second  largest  city. 

National  celebration 

The  celebration  in  China,  Oct.  10  is 
a  national  holiday,  and  there  are  fire¬ 
works  and  a  parade. 

Before  1911,  China  was  governed 
by  an  emperor.  But  after  300  kings 
and  10  attempts  to  overthrow  the 
government,  Dr.  Sun’s  book  stirred 
the  hearts  of  the  people  to  a  successful 
overthrow  of  the  Ching  dynasty, 
Chao  said. 

He  added,  “We  call  it  Double  Ten, 
because  it  happened  on  the  10th  day 
of  the  10th  month.” 


In  Sun’s  book,  he  discusses  three 
main  points  —  nationalism,  democra¬ 
cy  and  a  higher  standard  of  living  for 
the  people.  “Dr.  Sun  was  educated  in 
America.  He  learned  the  West’s  phi¬ 
losophy,  and  established  a  democracy 
following  the  revolution,”  Chao  said. 

Sun  was  the  revolutionary  leader 
and  first  president  of  the  Republic. 
He  organized  the  Kuomintang  party 
of  politial  thinking  and  was  called  the 
father  of  the  country. 

Communism  introduced 
Chao  said,  “This  democracy  lasted 
until  1949  when  Mao  Tse-tung  intro¬ 
duced  communism.” 

To  celebrate  the  country’s  Inde¬ 
pendence  Day,  the  Chinese  Students 
Association  is  having  a  party  with  a 
movie,  singing  and  skits. 

“The  club  is  the  second  largest  club 
on  campus  with  more  than  100  stu¬ 
dents,  and  mainly  emphasizes  cul¬ 
ture.  We  have  members  from  Taiwan 
and  Hong  Kong  as  well  as  from  Chi¬ 
na,”  Chao  said.

Nicaragua  gives  warning: 
rebels  preparing  to  attack 


MANAGUA,  Nicaragua  (UPI)  — 
The  government  warned  Sunday  that 
rebel  forces  were  preparing  attacks 
from  both  the  north  and  south,  and 
accused  the  United  States  and  its 
allies  of  trying  to  surround  Nicar¬ 
agua. 

Barricada,  the  official  newspaper  of 
the  ruling  Sandinista  Front,  said  re¬ 
bels  were  concentrating  just  across 
the  Costa  Rican  border,  80  miles 
southeast  of  Managua. 

“It  is  believed  they  could  launch  an 
attack  of  great  scale  in  the  next  hours 
against  some  border  point,”  said  Bar¬ 
ricada.

SALT  LAKE  CITY  (UPI)  —  A 
moderate  earthquake  centered  south 
of  the  Salt  Lake  City  International 
Airport  rattled  dishes,  knocked  pic¬ 
tures  off  of  walls  and  shook  residents 
awake  early  Saturday. 

The  6:58  a.m.  tremor  registered 
4.25  on  the  Richter  scale  and  was  cen¬ 
tered  about  two  miles  south  of  the 
airport  near  the  Great  Salt  Lake,  said 
Dr.  Walter  Arabasz,  research  seis¬ 
mologist  at  the  University  of  Utah 
Seismograph  Station. 

“It  was  obviously  very  widely  felt 
throughout  the  Salt  Lake  Valley,  as 
far  north  as  Ogden.  Its  southern  ex¬ 
tent  is  not  clear,”  he  said. 

Arabasz  said  that  while  the  quake 
registered  on  his  recording  equip¬ 
ment  for  five  to  six  minutes,  it  was 
felt  by  valley  residents  only  for  sever¬ 
al  seconds. 

Conflicting  information  came  from 
Denver,  where  Pat  Jorgensen  of  the 
U.S.  geological  Survey  said  the  Salt 
Lake  quake  registered  4.6  on  the  rich- 
ter  scale.

Huber  says,  for  once  thing,  reputable 
agencies  rarely  advertise,  because  they  don’t  need 
to. 

Smoot  says  she  is  always  weary  of  new  agencies 
coming  into  Utah. 

Williams  said  he  recommends  that  a  prospective 
model  call  department  stores  such  as  ZCMI  and  JC 
Penney.  “Ask  whom  they  hire  models  from.” 

There  are  many  ways  agents  recommend  a  new 
model  get  started. 

“It  is  a  mistake  for  beginning  models  to  spend  $250 
on  shots  (photographs),”  Crayton  said. 

Two  good  8  x  10  head  shots  will  suffice,  Williams 
says. 

Crayton  said  a  good  headshot  can  run  anywhere 
from  $50  to  $200  depending  on  the  photographer. 
“The  normal  price  is  about  $75,  the  better  photo¬ 
graphers  are  naturally  going  to  charge.” 

“They  should  have  a  composite  sheet  made,”  he 
said.  “All  it  is  is  a  fancy  business  card.” 

A  composite  sheet  consists  of  a  runoff  of  an  8  x  10 
head  shot  with  the  model’s  statistics  on  the  other 
side,  Huber  said.  “Statistics  are  your  name,  phone 
number,  body  measurements,  weight,  height, 
dress  size  and  shoe  size.” 

Modeling  schools  or  agencies  that  offer  schooling 
can  also  be  questionable. 

Huber  said  she  had  mixed  feelings  about  one  of 
the  agencies  that  she  modeled  for  which  had  a  train¬ 
ing  school,  “they  cover  everything  —  making  it  a 
continual  learning  process.” 

The  problem  is  that  some  agencies  encourage 
some  girls  regardless  of  talent,  she  said.  “Some 
train  anyone  just  to  get  the  money.” 

That  seemed  to  be  the  attitude  of  the  agency  she 
worked  for,  Huber  said.  “Money  is  all  they’re  con¬ 
cerned  about.” 

“They  tend  to  promise  models  work,  then  they 
don’t  carry  out  the  promise,”  she  said. 

One  thing  good  about  classes  is  that  some  models 
feel  they  need  to  go  through  training,  Crayton  said. 

McCarty  said  most  of  her  models  are  from  the 
Salt  Lake  area,  and  they  train  them. 

“We  have  a  good  eye  for  it,  we  train  them,  then 
they  go  see  photographers,  make  the  rounds  and 
leave  their  composite,”  she  said. 

McCarty  said  many  start  training  at  her  agency 
then  go  out  and  find  jobs,  “You  can’t  send  out 
beginners.” 

Williams  however,  claims  models  are  selling 
themselves  too  cheap.  “One  agency  is  selling  clas¬ 
ses  and  letting  students  model  for  $20  a  day.”  Yet 
there  are  many  reputable  agencies  in  Utah,  Wil¬ 
liams  said. 

He  said  some  are  concerned  with  the  model,  they 
hustle  for  their  people,  which  seems  to  be  impor¬ 
tant  because  of  the  competition  with  other  agen¬ 
cies. 

Some  agencies  are  more  professional  than 
others.  “They  don’t  promise  you  the  world,”  he 
said.  Some  believe  in  being  direct  with  people  and 
direct  means  honest.” 

“We  try  to  emphasize  the  agency  part,”  Crayton 
said.  Crayton  said  they  do  a  few  seminars,  but  only 
if  the  models  need  it. 

Crayton  said  Burton  and  Perkins  does  not  train 
any  of  their  models.  They  prefer  models  to  be  ex¬ 
perienced.  “They  don’t  sell  you  for  their  classes  and 
that’s  good,”  Williams  said. 

To  be  a  model,  especially  in  this  area,  talent  is  a 
must.  Williams  said  it’s  better  to  be  well-rounded  in 
all  aspects  of  the  arts.  “V  ery  few  make  a  living  off  of 
strictly  modeling  in  Utah,”  he  said. 

Most  modeling  agencies  not  only  feature  still 
photography,  they  handle  commercials  and  some 
acting  assignments,  he  said.  Radio,  television, 
voice  over  film,  print  ads  and  all  range  communica¬ 
tion  is  what  most  top  agency’s  handle. 

With  this  range  of  communication  modeling  it 
helps  the  model  focus  on  different  types  of  modeling 
rather  than  just  still  photography. 

You  either  have  a  natural  ability  to  model  in  front 
of  the  camera  or  you  don’t;  it’s  very  different  to 
train  someone  to  smile  for  every  photographer.

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Fewer  enroll  in  med  school, 
though  more  women  apply 


CHICAGO  (UPI)  —  Enrollment  of  first-year 
medical  students  has  decreased  for  the  first  time  in 
17  years  and  the  number  of  female  students  has 
risen,  a  report  showed  recently. 

The  reduction  is  due  partly  to  state  cutbacks  of 
medical  school  subsidies  and  the  switching  of  some 
medical  schools  from  three-  to  four-year  programs. 

“First-year  enrollment  decreased  by  90  students 
for  the  first  time  in  17  years,”  the  83rd  annual 
report  on  medical  education  in  the  United  States 
published  in  the  Journal  of  the  American  Medical 
Association  showed. 

“The  number  of  graduates  decreased  over  the 
preceding  year  because  four  schools  changed  from  a 
three-  to  four-year  program.” 

The  AMA  surveyed  the  nation’s  127  accredited 
medical  schools  for  the  1982-83  academic  year. 

The  report  said  35,730  people  applied  to  the 
medical  schools  —  about  1,000  fewer  than  the  pre¬ 
vious  year,  a  2.7  percent  decrease.  That  trend  is 
likely  to  continue  throughout  the  decade,  the  AMA 
said. 

However,  the  overall  number  of  medical  stu¬ 
dents  and  full-time  faculty  continued  to  increase, 


the  report  said.  There  were  66,886  students  enrol¬ 
led  in  the  medical  schools,  an  increase  of  less  than  1 
percent  over  the  preceding  year. 

Another  trend  was  higher  number  of  women 
medical  students  —  19,627  compared  to  18,555,  a 
1.4-percent  increase. 

“The  number  of  women  entering  medical  school 
continues  to  increase,”  the  report  said.  “More  than 
46  percent  of  women  who  applied  to  medical  school 
were  admitted.” 

About  32  percent  of  entering  medical  students  in 
1982-83  were  women  —  more  than  three  times  the 
percentage  of  women  entering  medical  school  in 
1969,  when  female  enrollment  began  to  increase. 

However,  no  gains  were  seen  among  minorities. 
Blacks  represented  5.6  percent,  Asians  5.1  percent 
and  Hispanics  3.4  percent  of  all  United  States 
citizens  enrolled  in  American  medical  schools. 

The  chance  for  getting  into  medical  school  re¬ 
mained  constant.  For  every  2. 1  applicants,  one  was 
accepted,  the  report  showed.  The  applicant- 
acceptance  ratio  was  2.5  in  1977-78,  but  only  1.8  in 
1982-83.

Psychiatrist  defends 
teenage  aggression 


LONDON  (UPI)  — A 
leading  psychiatrist  de¬ 
fends  teenage  aggres¬ 
sion  and  the  generation 
gap  and  advises  parents 
and  teachers  to  stop  ap¬ 
ing  adolescents  in  dress, 
speech  and  action. 

“We  should  not  ex¬ 
pect  adolescents  to  con¬ 
form  to  adult  ideals  or 
needs,”  said  Dr  Martyn 
Gay.  “We  should  expect 
them  to  have  difficulty 
in  accepting  control  and 
learning  how  to  exert 
control  over  others. 

“Adolescents  don’t 
need  adults  to  ape  and 
mimic  them,”  Gay  told 
the  annual  Headmasters 
Conference  recently,  at 
Cambridge,  60  miles 
northeast  of  London. 

He  said  examples  of 
adults  inducing  rather 
than  avoiding  problems 
were  the  father  who 
joined  his  son  in  leather 
jacketed  motorbike  con¬ 
voys,  or  the  teacher  who 
constantly  copied  pupils 
in  dress  and  manner- 

Gay,  a  consultant 
psychiatrist  at  a  chil¬ 
dren’s  hospital,  said  pa¬ 
rents  should  set  and 
stick  to  rules  that  are 
firm  and  fair,  and  allow 
adolescents  to  vent  their 
natural  aggression  with- 
ih  reasonable  bounds. 

Adolescents  “need 
and  expect  a  degree  of 
pressure  and  control 
from  their  parents,  even 
though  they  will  bitterly 
resent  it,”  he  said. 

They  need  pressure, 
he  said,  because  without 
it  they  would  not  learn 
from  the  experience. 
They  were  in  fact  test¬ 
ing  out  what  they  saw  as 


“ridiculous”  beliefs  and 
ideals  of  adults,  and  to 
discover  how  far  they 
could  push  adults  was  a 
very  important  part  of 
growing  up. 

Gay,  himself  a  father 
of  four  adolescents,  said 


the  number  of  teenagers 
referred  to  him  by 
schools  was  increasing. 
They  were  referred  be¬ 
cause  they  could  not 
work,  cope  with  people, 
they  stole  or  they  suf¬ 
fered  physical  pain.

LARAMIE,  Wyo.  —  With  the  Cougar  offense 
showing  why  it  is  one  of  the  top  squads  in  the  nation 
and  the  Cougar  defense  proving  it  can  effectively 
stop  an  opponent  throughout  a  complete  game,  the 
BYU  football  team  whipped  its  Wyoming  counter¬ 
part  41-10  Saturday. 

The  game  included  several  milestones,  with  the 
31,084-strong  crowd  at  War  Memorial  Stadium  the 
largest  ever  to  watch  the  Pokes  in  action.  But  it  was 
the  Cougars  who  did  most  of  the  acting  Saturday. 

BYU’s  consensus  All-America  tight  end  Gordon 
Hudson  set  an  NCAA  record  for  the  most  receiving 
yards  racked  up  by  a  tight  end  during  a  career. 

With  his  100  yards  gained  on  seven  catches,  he 
upped  his  career  total  to  2,359  receiving  yards, 
breaking  the  old  record  set  by  Clennie  Brundidge  of 
Army.  Brundidge  had  tallied  a  2,279-yard  total 
during  1975-78. 

Hudson  is  nearing  two  additional  NCAA  career 
marks  for  tight  ends.  The  6-foot-4  senior  needs  only 
eight  more  receptions  and  four  more  touchdowns  to 
set  career  records  in  total  catches  and  TDs. 

BYU  running  back  Waymon  Hamilton,  who  reg¬ 
istered  scoring  runs  of  1  and  20  yards  Saturday, 
tied  a  BYU  school  mark  of  29  career  touchdowns, 
tying  Jeff  Blanc’s  mark  set  in  the  early  1970s.

Poke  a  whole  about  the  size  of 
a  teaspoon.  Then  spoon  the  stuffing  into  the  whole. 

6.  Next,  add  some  more  rice  around  the  stuffing 
and  form  an  orange-sized  ball  with  the  meat  in  the 
middle. 

7.  Dip  the  ball  in  4  slightly  beaten  eggs,  roll  it  in 
flour,  dip  once  more  in  the  eggs  before  finally  roll¬ 
ing  it  in  the  bread  crumbs. 

8.  In  a  deep  pot,  heat  up  the  oil.  Drop  the  ball 
carefully  into  the  hot  oil  and  cook  until  golden 
brown. 

9.  Arancines  can  either  be  eaten  immediately  or 
heated  up  later  in  the  oven  or  microwave.  If  they 
haven’t  been  fried,  they  can  also  be  frozen.  The 
stuffing  can  also  be  substituted  with  cheese  or 
whatever  preferred.  To  save  time,  just  add  a  small 
can  of  tomato  sauce  instead  of  the  homemade  toma¬ 
to  sauce  to  the  rice  mixture. 

Sugo  A  la  Bolognese  (serves  4) 

1  chopped  onion 
1  shredded  carrot 
1  diced  celery  stalk 
4  tablespoons  olive  oil 
1  heaping  teaspoon  basil 
4  cups  tomato  sauce 
1  tablespoon  sugar 
Salt  and  pepper 

1.  In  frying  pan,  add  oil,  onion,  carrot,  celery, 
basil,  sugar,  salt  and  pepper  to  taste.  Fry  all  ingre¬ 
dients  for  10  to  15  minutes  or  until  well  cooked. 

2.  Add  tomato  sauce  and  let  simmer  until  all 
ingredients  have  dissolved.  The  longer  the  sauce 
cooks,  the  better. 


ISLAMORADA,  Fla.  (UPI)  — 
Ever  since  a  hungry  hammerhead 
shark  ate  Lucky’s  front  legs,  the  350- 
pound  loggerhead  turtle  has  been  un¬ 
able  to  do  more  than  bob  forlornly 
around  an  aquarium  tank. 

But  thanks  to  Dr.  Patrick  Barry, 
Lucky  may  swim  again  —  as  the  first 
turtle  with  an  artificial  rubber 
flipper. 

“We’re  going  to  get  this  turtle 
swimming  again,  maybe  better  than 
ever,”  Barry  said  recently. 

Lucky’s  unlucky  saga  began  five 
months  ago  in  the  Atlantic  Ocean  a 
few  miles  off  the  Florida  Keys.  The 
50-year-old  turtle  and  her  mate  were 
frolicking  in  the  water  when  a  ham¬ 
merhead  shark  eyed  them.  The  shark 
took  a  bite  out  of  Lucky,  chomping  off 
her  front  legs.  The  other  turtle 
escaped. 

A  boater  who  saw  the  attack  called 
the  Coast  Guard,  which  sent  out  a 
boat  to  chase  off  the  shark  and  rescue 
Lucky. 

The  injured  turtle  was  taken  to  the 
Theater  of  the  Sea,  an  Islamorada 
aquatic  tourist  attraction  where  cura¬ 
tor  Rod  Hamm  named  her  Lucky  and 


fed  her  antibiotics  and  vitamins. 

Lucky’s  heartbreaking  attempts  to 
swim  without  flippers  prompted 
Hamm  to  contact  Barry,  an 
orthopedic  surgeon  known  for  his  op¬ 
erations  on  exotic  animals,  including 
an  arthritic  elephant. 

“At  first,  I  didn’t  want  to  do  it,” 
Barry  said.  “It  was  hard  and  I  didn’t 
know  if  it  would  work.  But  after  I  saw 
the  turtle  and  got  offers  of  help  from 
other  agencies,  I  decided  to  try  it.” 

Rubber  specialists  at  Goodyear  in 
Akron,  Ohio,  agreed  to  build  a  5-foot 
flipper  for  Lucky,  whose  shell  is  48 
inches  long. 

Since  the  procedure  has  not  been 
tried  before,  the  turtle  will  get  just 
one  artificial  flipper  in  the  surgery. 

Barry  took  X-rays  of  Lucky  Satur¬ 
day  and  will  fly  to  Ohio  this  week  to 
discuss  the  flipper  design  with 
Goodyear. 

If  the  construction  of  the  flipper 
goes  well,  Lucky  will  be  operated  on 
within  four  to  six  weeks,  Barry  said. 

Barry  said  recuperation  would  take 
about  six  weeks  — “so  she  can  learn 
how  to  swim  again.” 


Custodian  substitutes 
teaching  for  cleaning

A  substitute  janitor 
taught  two  high  school 
social  studies  classes 
last  week  in  what  an 
embarrassed  principal 
described  as  “a  one-in-a- 
million  incident.” 

Redford  High  Prin¬ 
cipal  Walter  Adams  said 
Monday  the  mix-up  took 
place  last  Tuesday  when 
Andrew  Ransom  re¬ 
ported  to  the  main  office 
instead  of  going  to  the 
head  custodian  for  his 
temporary  janitorial 
assignment. 

Ransom  told  Adams’ 
secretary  only  that  he 
was  a  substitute,  and 
she  told  him  to  report  to 
Viola  Chambers,  the 
head  of  the  department 
of  interdisciplinary  stu¬ 
dies. 

Chambers  gave  Ran¬ 
som  a  lesson  plan  and 
sent  him  to  two  Social 
studies  classes  and  two 
study  halls,  Adams  said. 
At  the  end  of  the  day 


Ransom  reported  back 
to  the  office  and  confes¬ 
sed  he  was  really  a 
janitor. 

“It  was  a  one-in-a- 
million  incident,” 
Adams  said.  “It  has  nev¬ 
er  happened  before  in 
my  30  years  with  the 
school  board.” 

Adams  said  school 
officials  would  im¬ 
mediately  implement  a 
system  to  verify  that 
substitute  teachers  are 
who  they  say  they  are.

during  an  interview  he  had  no  money  on  Ambro 
Cookie,  his  current  prize  filly,  when  she  won  a  race 
last  month  at  the  Meadowlands  in  New  Jersey  and 
paid  $68.20  for  a  $2  ticket. 

“I  don’t  gamble  on  the  races,”  he  said.  “My  gam¬ 
ble  is  with  the  ranch. 

“Our  property  runs  past  those  hills  over  there,” 
he  said  with  a  sweeping  gesture  at  his  Black  Hills 
Ranch  near  the  Thurston  County  community  of 
Little  Rock. 

With  hazy  hills  several  furlongs  in  the  distance, 
Westbrook’s  spread  covers  nearly  2,500  acres,  400 
of  which  are  devoted  exclusively  to  the  breeding 
and  raising  of  harness  horses.  Westbrook  took 
charge  of  both  the  lumber  business  and  ranch  when 
his  father  died  in  1972. 

All  told,  there  are  about  100  horses  on  the  farm, 
and  nearly  all  of  them  are  owned  outright  or  in 
partnership  by  the  Westbrooks. 

Construction  was  underway  in  several  areas 
with  even  more  planned.  Westbrook  also  talked  of. 
stallion  syndications  to  bring  in  a  pair  of  expensive 
well-bred  horses  to  stand  at  stud.  Similar  syndica¬ 
tions  have  involved  $500,000. 

A  state  law  that  has  provided  more  than  $15 
million  in  bonus  awards  to  thoroughbred  owners 
since  1970  is  behind  much  of  Westbrook’s  gamble. 
Every  year  since  1976,  the  bonus  has  been  worth 
more  than  $1  million  and  last  year  the  total  distri¬ 
buted  topped  $2  million. 

If  Auburn  Downs  opens  as  scheduled  in  Novem¬ 
ber  1984,  owners  of  harness  horses  foaled  in  the 
state  that  finish  first  through  fourth  in  races  there 
stand  to  reap  the  same  benefits. 

The  law  establishing  the  owners’  bonus,  which  is 
one  percent  of  the  betting  handle,  does  not  disting¬ 
uish  between  harness  and  running  horses. 

Because  there  are  very  few  Washington-bred 
harness  horses,  Westbrook  is  spending  a  lot  of 
money  to  make  sure  he  is  eligible  for  a  big  chunk  of 


the  bonus  should  his  horses  make  it  at  the  races. 

Counting  construction  crews,  there  are  more 
than  20  employees  at  Black  Hills  Ranch.  Facilities 
include  several  paddocks,  barns  and  a  training 
track  to  prepare  young  horses  for  a  racing  career 
and  allow  older  horses  to  be  worked  into  shape  after 
a  little  time  off. 

Westbrook  has  brought  in  his  own  professional 
trainer-driver,  Wayne  Mann,  who  handled  a  string 
of  harness  horses  at  Northfield  Park  in  Northfield, 
Ohio. 

Mann  said  he  has  settled  in  nicely  and  looks  for¬ 
ward  to  the  challenge  of  racing  in  Washington. 

Much  of  the  work  at  the  ranch  is  an  upgrading 
rather  than  new  construction,  because  Harry 
Westbrook,  Tom’s  father,  began  a  modest  harness 
operation  there  nearly  20  years  ago. 

Because  there  was  no  harness  racing  in  the  state 
at  the  time,  the  elder  Westbrook’s  horses  were 
campaigned  at  tracks  in  California  and  elsewhere. 

Many  in  the  thoroughbred  industry  view  harness 
racing  as  a  definite  threat  to  what  has  been  a  run¬ 
ning  horse  parimutuel  monopoly  for  50  years  in  the 
Puget  Sound  area.

Editor’s  Note:  The  following  is  an  interview 
with  ASBYU  President  Greg  Fullmer.

Monday:  ASBYU  recently  announced  $1,500 
would  be  spent  on  promoting  the  advertising  cam¬ 
paign  “Make  a  Difference.”  With  all  the  talk  about 
your  budget  lately,  do  you  think  the  timing  is  good? 

Fullmer:  This  is  the  first  time  we  have  tried  to 
have  a  theme  for  all  the  students  of  BYU.  We 
decided  the  theme  “Make  a  Difference”  was  the 
most  appropriate.  It  has  created  so  much  spirit  on 
campus  that  the  administration  may  consider  hav¬ 
ing  a  theme  for  the  entire  campus  for  the  year. 

Monday:  How  do  you  define  “Make  a  Differ¬ 
ence,”  and  what  do  ASBYU  officers  plan  to  do  to 
make  a  difference  in  the  life  of  a  student? 


Fullmer:  It’s  going  the  extra  mile.  It’s  doing 
everything  you  can  not  to  be  ordinary  —  to  be 
different.  The  students  want  to  be  different,  a  cut 


above  the  rest.  The  biggest  and  most  important 
thing  we  are  doing  this  year  in  government  is  rep¬ 
resenting  the  students.  We  are  setting  up  prog¬ 
rams  and  ways  to  represent  all  students  and  be  true 
elected  officers  representing  them. 

Monday:  ASBYU  represents  the  students  on 
various  administrative  committees  and  votes  in  be¬ 
half  of  the  student  body.  How  much  clout  do  you 
feel  the  students  on  the  committees  are  actually 
given? 

Fullmer:  I  know  of  President  Holland  and  Presi-

dent  Kerr’s  viewpoint.  They  are  very  concerned 
about  what  the  students  want,  because  without  the 
students,  let’s  face  it,  they  don’t  have  a  job.  I  think 
on  most  of  the  committees  we  carry  a  great  deal  of 
clout.  I  know  if  I  were  to  say  something  to  Presi¬ 
dent  Holland  it  would  carry  a  lot  of  clout  with  him 
because  he  has  so  much  confidence  in  us.  In  the  past 
two  years  we  have  moved  to  a  more  professional 
student  government  organization  and  as  we  con¬ 
tinue  to  move  in  that  direction,  we  gain  more  clout. 

Monday:  What  kind  of  a  system  do  you  have  that 
allows  you  to  receive  feedback  from  the  students? 

Fullmer:  If  I  am  to  be  a  student  body  president 
who  represents  all  students,  I  don’t  have  the  time 
to  ask  each  student  what  he  wants,  so  we  have  set 
up  programs  to  learn  about  what  people  want.  The 
first  one  is  Student  Involvement,  or  the  Repper 
program.  We  have  about  200  to  400  students  who 
get  information  out  to  the  students  about  what 
ASBYU  is  doing  that  week.  They  meet  with  me 
every  so  often  and  let  me  know  what  the  students 
want.  We  also  have  another  program  we’re  work¬ 
ing  on  called  the  Associated  Students  Alumni 
Board.  We  ask  each  dean  of  a  college  to  select  a 
person  to  sit  on  the  board.  We  work  with  them  and 
help  them.  We’re  like  a  co-partnership  with  the 
college. 

Monday:  What  programs  are  offered  for  the  26 
percent  of  married  students  on  campus? 

Fullmer:  We  have  changed  the  name  of  the  mar¬ 
ried  organization  to  Married  Associated  Students 
because  we  don’t  feel  they’re  any  different  from  the 
rest  of  the  students  just  because  they’re  married. 
They  do,  though,  have  a  lot  of  different  needs.  We 
have  three  committees  under  one  chairman.  One 
committee  is  working  on  a  brochure  dealing  with 
health  insurance,  and  where  to  get  diapers  and 
things.  We  are  also  setting  up  lectures  twice  a 
month  to  benefit  them.  We’re  also  preparing  activi¬ 
ties.  For  instance,  on  Saturday  morning,  we’ll  have 
a  matinee  for  their  children.  The  first  thing  Kyle 
and  I  did  was  set  up  a  committee  to  represent  these 
students. 

Monday:  Out  of  the  $560,875  budget  for  ASBYU 
this  year,  your  office  is  allotted  more  than  $16,000. 
What  is  the  money  being  used  for?

Fullmer:  The  main  portion  of  it  is  for  married 
students.  We  have  a  large  portion  for  university 
committees.  We  have  60  to  70  students  who  sit  on 
these  committees.  We  have  an  amount  also  set 
aside  for  new  programs  that  we  might  want  to  try. 
There’s  also  the  Banyon,  Student  Involvement, 
and  research  and  development.  Greg  and  Kyle 
probably  spend  nothing  per  se. 

Monday:  Do  you  feel  the  size  of  the  ASBYU 
budget  is  justifiable?  Why,  especially  if  other 
schools  perform  identical  functions  with  a  smaller 
budget? 

Fullmer:  I’ve  had  an  opportunity  to  talk  to  other 
schools  about  this.  Kyle  and  I  went  back  to  Chicago 
with  the  56  most  prestigious  schools  to  learn.  By 
the  time  the  conference  was  over  we  ended  up 
teaching.  At  the  end  of  the  conference,  they  gave 
BYU  a  standing  ovation  because  of  how  effective 
our  student  government  is.  A  while  ago  it  came  out 
in  the  paper  that  Ohio  State  spends  $30,000.  Ohio 
State’s  student  government  is  defunct.  In  fact,  the 
largest  organization  there  is  the  Gay  Union.  What 
Ohio  State  has  done  is  take  all  the  power  out  of  the 
students’  hands  and  put  it  in  the  hands  of  paid 
administrators.  So  it  seems  like  they’re  getting  a 
student  government  for  $30,000  —  which  isn’t  true. 
They’re  getting  a  superficial  name  for  $30,000  that 
doesn’t  work.  BYU  probably  has  the  best  student 
government  in  the  United  States.  I  feel  our  student 
government  has  a  better  opportunity  to  work  with 
the  administration  and  represent  the  students.  I 
have  to  pat  the  administration  on  the  back  because 
they  believe  so  much  in  student  representation. 
Rather  than  hiring  a  professional  to  do  Homecom¬ 
ing,  concerts  and  other  programs,  they  have 
enough  trust  to  let  us  do  it.  Ninety-nine  percent  of 
the  money  that  is  spent  is  well  spent. 

Monday:  What  do  you  feel  the  general  students’ 
consensus  of  ASBYU  is  and  what  is  the  biggest 
misconception  they  have? 

Fullmer:  I  think  the  general  conception  of 
ASBYU  is  positive.  I  think  we  hear  a  lot  of  negative 
because  of  the  press  and  media.  The  biggest  mis¬ 
conception  is  lack  of  education  of  what  we  do.  I  have 
yet  to  liave  someone  who  has  had  a  personal  ven¬ 
detta  against  ASBYU  who  would  come  up  here  and 
see  what  we  do.  If  I  do  nothing  more  than  educate 
the  students  as  to  what  we  do,  it  will  be  a  total 
success  because  we  do  so  much. 

Monday:  Explain  the  reason  for  stressing  the 
name  Associated  Students  as  opposed  to  ASBYU? 

Fullmer:  One  thing  that  everyone  needs  to  know 
is  the  fourth  floor,  or  ASBYU,  is  not  a  clique  con¬ 
sisting  of  a  few  student  workers.  People  need  to 
realize  that  every  single  member  of  this  university 
is  a  member  of  ASBYU.  True,  we  are  the  organiza¬ 
tion  that  puts  it  all  together.  We  thought,  how  can 
we  convey  to  everyone  that  they  are  ASBYU,  a 
member  of  the  organization,  and  that  we  are  repre¬ 
senting  them?  So  we  thought,  let’s  change  our 
focus.  It  has  been  great  to  see  what  it  has  done. 
This  is  not  a  clique;  I  hate  the  ivory  tower  that  has 
been  associated  with  ASBYU.  The  name  change  is 
nothing,  it’s  the  meaning  behind  the  name  that  is 
important.  It’s  not  a  name  change  per  se,  it  is  the 
principle  behind  it.  We  are  a  government  for  the 
students  and  not  just  a  clique.

Metcalf  said.  The  state  budget  is  the  main  priority 
during  this  session  so  the  child  restraint  bill  would 
be  pushed  to  the  back  again.  Therefore,  it  may  not 
be  advantageous  to  bring  the  bill  up  in  this  session. 

The  bill  has  the  support  of  the  Public  Health 
Department  and  the  Public  Safety  Department, 
said  Metcalf,  and  if  the  Governor  would  lend  his 
support,  the  PTA,  an  unbiased  organization,  would 
be  willing  to  stand  behind  the  bill. 

In  a  poll  taken  in  May  1983,  66  percent  of  Utah’s 
public  favored  not  just  car  seats,  but  car  seat  leg¬ 
islation.  Thirty-one  percent  opposed  it  and  three 
percent  were  undecided.  “This  poll  included 
women,  men,  house  wives,  working  people,  rural 
and  urban  people. 

Serious  need 

“I  would  really  like  to  see  this  bill  passed.  Not 
only  because  Utahns  approve  of  it,  but  because  in 
other  states  where  the  bill  has  been  passed,  we  can 
really  see  the  good  it  has  done,”  said  Metcalf. 

Utah  is  one  of  nine  states  that  has  not  passed  the 
bill.  “There  is  a  serious  need  for  the  law,”  Wilde 
said. 

On  the  average,  665  children  are  seriously  in¬ 
jured  each  year  in  Utah,  and  seven  to  10  are  killed. 
“What  this  means  is  that  one  out  of  57  kids  in  Utah 
will  be  seriously  injured  or  killed  before  their  fifth 
birthday,”  Metcalf  said. 

Metcalf  first  became  interested  in  fighting  for 
child  restraint  while  interning  at  the  University  of 
Rochester  in  1970.  “I  learned  that  more  children  die 
or  are  injured  seriously  in  car  accidents  than  from 
childhood  diseases.” 

Since  the  beginning  of  1983  at  the  LDS  Primary 
Hospital,  81  children  have  been  involved  in  vehicle 
accidents.  Only  six  of  the  81  were  restrained,  said 
Metcalf-  None  of  the  ehildren  who  were  restrained 
were  killed.  “Of  the  six  restrained  children  who 
were  hurt,  only  one  was  seriously  hurt  and  his  car 
had  been  hit  by  a  train.”

JEFFERSON  CITY, 
Mo.  (UPI)  —  Hungry 
hummingbirds,  left 
without  a  food  supply  by 
a  summer  drought,  are 
being  killed  in  large 
numbers  because  they 
mistake  red  wire  insula¬ 
tors  on  electrified  fences 
for  flowers,  conserva- 
.  tion  officials  said. 

“I  see  this  as  the  most 
important  non-game 
bird  problem  we’ve 
faced,”  said  Jim  Wilson, 
an  ornithologist  for  the 
Missouri  Department  of 
Conservation. 

“We’ve  narrowed  it 
down  and  feel  the  only 
damaging  insulator  is 
Red  Snap’r,  manufac¬ 
tured  by  North  Central 
Plastics  of  Ellendale, 
Minn.,”  Wilson  said.  He 
said  at  least  four  states 
had  complained  to 
North  Central,  but  the 
insulators  were  still 
being  produced. 

To  emphasize  the 
problem,  the  depart¬ 
ment  has  distributed 
photographs  of  dead 
rubythroated  humming¬ 


birds  clinging  to  the  Red 
Snap’r  insulators. 

Officials  said  the 
problem  stemmed  from 
a  summer  drought  that 
reduced  the  number  of 
blooming  fall  flowers, 
the  main  food  source  for 
hummingbirds. 

The  birds  see  the  red 
insulators  and  dive  at 
them,  mistaking  them 
for  flowers.  When  their 
beak  or  tongue  touches 
the  metal  fencepost, 
they  spark  a  short  and 
are  electrocuted. 

Wilson  said  the  prob¬ 
lem  with  the  red  wire  in¬ 


sulators  can  be  solved 
simply  by  buying  a  can 
of  black  spray  paint  and 
painting  them. 

The  decline  of  the 
rubythroated  humming¬ 
birds  —  called  “a  glitter¬ 
ing  fragment  of  the  rain¬ 
bow”  by  Audubon  —  is 
especially  troubling  in 
Missouri,  where  the 
rubythroat  is  the  only 
hummingbird  species. 

The  Audubon  Society 
has  them  on  its  Blue 
List,  which  is  a  “watch 
list”  for  troubled  spe-

Body  starved 

“When  the  body  perceives  itself  being  starved, 
its  defense  mechanisms  go  into  operation.  A  num¬ 
ber  of  hormonal  systems  start  to  conserve  energy 
and  protect  fat  stores,”  he  said. 

Remington  said  an  enzyme  called  LPL  seems  to 
be  responsible  for  gaining  fat  back  up  to  20  times 
faster  after  a  starvation  diet  than  if  dieting  had  not 
occurred  at  all. 

The  body  reacts  defensively  to  starvation 
whether  the  dieter  uses  artificial  sweetners  or  not. 
“Sugar  is  worse,  but  neither  is  particularly  good,” 
said  Remington. 

There  are  two  keys  to  effective  weight  loss  and 
maintaining  weight,  and  artificial  sweetners  is  not 
one  of  them.  The  first  key  is  to  exercise,  because  it 
increases  fat-burning  enzymes,  decreases  insulin 
levels  and  raises  metabolic  rates.  According  to  Re¬ 
mington,  exercise  also  suppresses  hunger  and  low¬ 
ers  the  set  point. 

The  second  key  to  losing  weight  is  eating  right 
and  making  sure  the  body  has  enough  nutrients  and 
calories  so  starvation  defenses  aren’t  triggered. 

To  lose  just  fat,  people  need  to  exercise  and  keep 
a  high  enough  calorie  intake  level  to  prevent  trig¬ 
gering  the  starvation  defenses,  said  Remington.
